Midway Arrives For Opening Of

MOSCOW, July 14—(BUP) 


Red air fleet were reported to- 
day by the Soviet high com- 
mand, apparently bringing 
the Nazi war machine again 
to a halt in the vital Pskov, 
Viterbsk and Novograd Voly- 
nsk sectors. 

The high command reported 
that Soviet planes for the third 
day launched heavy bombing at- 
tacks upon Nazi mechanised and 
motorized columns and concen- 
trations close to the advanced 
areas, and heavily attacked the 
airdromes from which the Luft- 
waffe is supporting the German 
offensive. 

There were no major engage- 
ments of land forces, the high com- 
mand said, and the positions of the 
major fighting fronts remained sub- 
stantially unchanged.

After a short 
breathing spell in the latter part 
of last week, the Germans appar- 
ently have started their big of- 
fensive against the main Russian 
defences and hope to en! up by 
taking Leningrad, Kiev and Mos- 
cow,

Imagine my embiurrassment when I got into Sierck 
(dodging a couple of bi:ilets from the gun of a sentry I didn't 
know was there) and discovered that the French owned only 
one end of it. The Germans’ light tanks, infantry and artillery 
owned the other end. And you realized as the 105s howled 
overhead and tore up the hillside behind you that both sides 
were playing for keeps. ; 

It looked very much as if the Paris exit visa wasn’t 
going to work. Even if the Nazis weren't blowing things to 
hits—even if there weren’t mountainous barriers of wire and 
rubble across the main street and land mines every five or 
10 feet—there’d have been trouble getting out that way. For 
there wasn’t any bridges across the Moselle at Sierck and to 
get to the next entryway into Luxembourg I should have had 
to travel about 35 miles through Germany. 


Chased From the Front 


An artillery cagtain with whom I lay in a ditch dodging 
shell while the eager Heinies tried to blow the car off tha 
road chased me out of there. His arguement at least was 
something out of the sort of war everybody used to know 
about—nothing at all novel about it. He said he didn’t mind 
whether I committed suicide, but I was a civilian and civilians 
attracted fire and would I please go somewhere else. A fare- 
well salute was fired by the Germans, who didn’t hit anything 
—that also seemed to be a characteristic of the sitzkrieg. 


Then there was the incident of thle taxicab through the 
Sieffried Line. (“Have you any dirty washing, mother, 
dear?”) That, of course, couldn’t have happened in any 
other war. It couldn’t have happened in this one after May 
10. And sometimes you wake up at night wondering if it 
ever did happen. 


It was a simple thing, thanks to the philosophy of the 
people in charge of the sitzkrieg. Walter Kerr (New York 
Tribune) and I were in Luxembourg City on October 20, 1939. 
We paid a couple of dollars to the local German consul and 
got two visas. We went in my car to the Wasserbillig Bridge, 
walked across, received the blessing of the Nazi guardsmen, 


® and rode in a taxicab through the outer defenses of Hitler's 


army of the Mosselle, the tank traps, the concealed machine. 
gun outposts and through rank on rank of well-camouflaged 
field artillery and anti-aircraft guns. We spent an afternoon 
in the headquarters town of Treves attended by a personal 
Gestapo agent. We came back again. And the next day the 
frontier closed up with a clunk and stayed that way for a 
couple of months. ° 


Receives Ingenuous Faith 


Somebody in Berlin tola somebody in Luxembourg that 
we might just as well have been spies. Which was a point well 
taken. It called attention to the outstanding virtue of the 
sitzkrieg—the ingenious faith that everybody seemed to have 
in everybody else, including Hitler. 


We watched such action as there was in that phase of 
the war from Lucen Klopp’s terrace on the Moselle. We 
watched the shelling of German battery positions from 
points above ‘Sierck. We watched little infantry wrangles 
on the Luxembourg corner. We saw, and heard, officers of 
the German high command teaching lovely blonde girls 
how to swim in the river. We wrapped ourselves in a beauti- 
ful unreality while summer went out of the valley and the 
snow came to make a landscape like those we used to see 
in magic-lantern slides. We were quite sure there had never 
been any war like this before. We still are. 


Our favorite character in those days was Albert the 
Aviator, a talented screwball who used to fly up and down the 
Moselle every day about 4:30 p.m. and plague the Germans. 
He had no regard for the limitations of his plane, the law of 
averages or the underwriters’ statistics. He flew so low that 
the throngs of Luxembourgers on the river bank could see 
him wave to them—or so they say. He frequently tried to 
roll his wheels on the head of the sentry at the Remich 
bridge. He became a character like Du Guesclin or Rene of 
Pesraice or La Hire and—to the Germans—a pain in the 
neck. ; 


It was the Luxembourgers who gave him his name. And 
they built up a dossier for him. They said that he had a 
French father who was in business in Thionville; that his 
mother was a native of Diekirch, Luxembourg. .That he had 
attended a school in Luxembourg City. 


A Sad Day For Nation ‘ 


They said their night prayers for him in Luxembourg 
and made novenas for him and burned candles in the churches 
in petition for his safety. It was the saddest day in the Grand 
Duchy's recent history when the news was spread in 
February that he had been killed in the swamp near Koenigs- 
macher, where he still is, The oddest part of the news lay in 
the fact that it confirmed the dossier built up on the barbed 
wire wireless of the frontier. He did have a French father 
and a Luxembourg mother. His name was John Albert 
Schmitt and his father was a cutler in Thionville. 


You could see the sitzkrieg's progress best in Luxem- 
bourg. From Mr. Klopp's terrace you could see it coming 
to ita end. You noted the increased tempo of the artillery. 
You saw the 210’s blasting in villages across the river. 
You saw the pontoon bridges stretching halfway across the 
Moselle, And as you sat in the dreamy peace of the loveliest 
springtime this enchanted country had seen in a decade you 
knew the attack was coming and you knew it would go 
through the low countries, Belgium and Luxembourg. 


So, one night when the Gestapo called on the telephone 
and suggested that I leave the Grand Duchy, I took the hint 
and said thank you. The warning turned out to be good, al- 
though whether this officious agent knew it or not I can’t say 
If he didn’t know it he was unique. Few people in that 
neizhborhood were military experts, including quite a lot of 
brass hats on both sides of the line. But it was permitted to 
every man to see what he could see.

The Belgians are still in the war. 
They are very definitely in it in East 
Africa, To troops from the Belgian 
Congo goes the credit for the recent 
surrender of 15,000 of Il Duce’s soldiers 
in southwest Ethiopia, the only remain- 
ing Italian formation of importance in 
that quarter of the country. The sur- 
render was the result of some hatd 
fighting, in territory where only sea- 
soned troops could operate successfully, 
and where the natural advantages lay 
with the defenders. 

The Belgian Congo does not border 
Ethiopia, nor does any Belgian territory 
touch any part of Mussolini's lost East 
African empire. To reach the scene of 
the fighting the Belgian troops had to 
traverse hundreds of miles of equatorial 


‘jungle, the home of the dreaded tse-tse 


fly, most of the way on foot and in a 
direction contrary to the main lines of 
travel and such roads as exist. Men do 
not face such difficulties, and war 
dangers to boot, unless they are in 
deadly earnest. 

Belgium is helpless, but Belgians in 
the colonies are not, and they are doing 
their bit for the liberation of their home- 
land and the cause of freedom as cir- 
cumstances permit. The war has re- 
versed the relationships of Belgium— 
as of Holland and France—with oversea 

ions. Formerly the colonies were 
“dependencies”. Now the homelands 
must depend upon the colonies to do 
their share of the fighting. 


We Should Do Better 


During June war savings certificates 
and stamps were sold to the present 
value of $7,028,390. Sales for the half 
year totalled $44,544,566. This is a good 
showing. It proves that the purchase 
of these securities was well sustained 
even while the greatest bond issue in 
the history of the country was being 
over-subscribed. 

But it is not good enough, not nearly 
good enough. It is away below the mark 
of $10,000,000 per month set for the 
booster campaign some months ago. 
Out of aggregate incomes running to 
more than $6,000,000,000 for the cur-

Iceland Move Inevitable 


Island Had to Be Seized For * 


Sake of Security of 


North America 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 

Those who dislike the American 
occupation of Iceland should imagine how 
they would have felt if they had learned 
instead that the Nazis had landed in Ice- 
land. This is the acid test of the govern- 
ment’s action: is it better that the Ameri- 
cans or the Nazis should be established in 
Iceland? 

Before Denmark and 
Norway and France were 
invaded, the United States 
did not have to worry 
about Iceland or about 
Greenland or about New- 
foundland or about 
Ireland or about the Brit- 
ish Isles or about the 
Azores, the Cape Verdes, 
or Dakar. These step- 
\ i ping stones from Europe 

’ to America were held by 
W. Lippmann friendly nations. The Axis 
was locked up in central Europe by the 
power of the British fleet and the French 
army. P 

The occupation of Scandinavia, the col- 
lapse of France and the turn-about of the 
Vichy government radically altered the 
whole situation. In the last twelve months 
the paramount Afherican question has 
been whether American public opinion 
would sanction the measures that are 
necessary in order to counteract the 
dangers created by Hitler's victories in 
France and in Scandinavia, Experience 
has shown that the people have been 
reluctant to approve the necessary meas- 
ures while they were being discusse 
theoretically but that they have approved 
overwhelmingly the specific measures 
when actually undertaken. 


Many Protests 


Thus a year ago there were fierce out- 
cries at the first of the series of measures 
to redress the balance after Hitler's conti- 
nental victories: it was necessary twelve 
months ago to transfer destroyers to Britain 
to make up for the desertion of the French 
Navy and it was necessary to establish 
American bases in the Atlantic from New- 
foundland to Trinidad. This transaction 
which was denounced by some as out- 
rageous wat-mongering is now almost uni- 
versally approved as wise and prudent 
statesmanship. 

The second series of m@asures was pro- 
posed a few months later—the lease-lend 
program and the opening of American 
navy yards for the repair of British war- 
ships. Again there was strong theoretical 
objection: in the end there were not, 
according to Senator Vandenberg, more 
than five or six members of the Senate 
who did not vote for some form of aid to 
Britain. The American people had realized 
that the survival of Britain was an Ameri- 
can interest and the courage of the British 
people had convinced them that, with help, 
the British would survive. 

The next measure consisted in the 
American occupation of Greenland. There 
was no substantial objection from any 
quarter: the American people looked at the

For few if any among them would 
wish to take the only alternative position, 
which ig to say that they would not object 
to seeing Hitler's air force and submarines 
established in Iceland, Greenland, Ireland, 
Britain, the Azores, the Cape Verdes and 


Dakar. 
Not Sudden 


The occupation of Iceland is, therefore, 
no sudden departure. It is rather a stage, 
to be sure a very important stage. in the 
development of a policy which became the 
inevitable and necessary American policy 
after Hitler's victories last year. That 
Policy is to exclude Hitler from the At- 
antic ocean by the combined action of 
Britain and the United States. 

For the Atlantic ocean is one ocean, 
not two oceans divided by an imaginary 
line between the “western” and “eastern” 
hemispheres. There can never be peace 
in the Atlantic nor genuine security in 
the Western Hemisphere unless all the 
strategic positions on the shores of this 
ocean are strongly held by friendly powers. 
If one shore were held by the United 
States and the opposite shore by a hostile 
coalition, there could be no peace. The 
Atlantic is too narrow from east to west 
and it is also too long from north to South 
to be a peaceful sea unless it is dominated 
entirely by friendly and_ trustworthy 
nations. A dubious navy on the other side 
of the imménse Pacific is bad enough; a 
hostile navy across the narrow . Atlantic 
would. be intolerable. 


For Security 


Iceland, it is obvious, is one of the 
points that must be held if the Atlantic 
ocean is to be made secure. It commands 
the route from North America to the 
British Isles and to Scandinavia and Ger- 
many. But we must be under no illusions 
about Iceland as an “outpost” of North 
America. Iceland is an outpost only if the 
British Isles are invincibly held. So while 
it is true that the contro) of Iceland is vital 
to the defense of North America and of 
Britain, it is equally true that the power 
of Britain is indispensable to the defense 
of Iceland, If Hitler took Iceland, he 
would gravely threaten Britain and the 
whole North Atlantic; if Hitler took Bri- 
tain, it would be impossible for us to de- 
fend Iceland, 

What this goes to prove is what almost 
every serious student of American defense 
has always known: that the defense of the 
Western Hemisphere requires the survival 
of a powerful and friendly Britain, and 
that what we call with unjustifiable con- 
descension “aid to Britain” is literally and 
exactly the defense of the Americas. These 
are not two separate and different things: 
they are, as Jefferson, Madison and Mon- 
roe knew more than a century ago, the 
same thing, and some fine day in Wash- 
ington and London there may yet be per- 
formed an act of statesmanship in which 
there is defined and proclaimed the 
fundamental truth that the security of the 
‘Americas and the security of Britain are 
reciprocal, each being indispensable to the 
other. 

On that day the foundation of law and 
order in the Atlantic world will have been 
laid down.

Dieppe gets its name from the “diep” 
or deep inlet there. It is the deepest har- 
bor on the English Channel. It was used 
by the Norman, William the Conqueror, 
for his take-off against Britain 875 years 
ago. Perhaps for that reason it took the 
fancy of the advisers of Adolf the Con- 
queror. It is just 75 miles south of 
Hastings. 

The fishermen and boatmen of Dieppe 
are known as Sablemites. In the lingua 
franca of the Channel they have become 
“Sahibs.” The Germans had little diffi- 
culty in persuading these Norman “Sahibs” 
to be incorporated in Hitler’s “New Order.” 
The “Sahibs” collected a flotilla of craft 
for Hitler’s invasion and undertook to man 
them. 

Then some of the “Sahibs” tipped it off 
to British agents that a fine target for 
bombers was al] ready in the Diep. What 
bombers didn’t destroy the 
Sahibs scuttled under guise of rescue work, 
Unable to catch the saboteur Sahibs, the 
Germans have fined the town, 

When the time comes when the Nazis 
must retreat, they'll have a hostile Europe 
at their heels. 


Rubber Airplanes 


Russian war reports say that the Nazis 
in one sector were found to be using 
dummy tanks made of wood, and mounting 
machine guns only. This indicates that 
Germany's steel] and munition output has 
passed its maximum and is unequal] to 
war on two fronts. Herr Hitler, in the 
parlance of the people, has “bitten off 
more than he can chew” in adding Russia 
to the list of hig victims for spoliation. 

Bluff is one of the weapons of war. A

Nazi warships 
and landing parties cannot now seize Ice- 
land without attacking U.S. troops. 

All who have read Jan Valtin's 
astounding and horrifying revelations of 
Gestapo tortures, “Out of the Night,” may 
onder on the possibility that his evidence 
efore the Dies subcommittee in Washing- 
ton on May 26, resulted in the closing of 
all German consulates in Unifed States and 
the decision to send troops to Iceland, 

Richard Krebs—to give him his real 
name—as a young North German ame 
a Communist after the last war. After 
camp and prison tortures he was released 
by the Gestapo after professing conversion 
to Nazism, on condition that he worked 
for them as a spy. Once on American soil 
he wrote his book. So far he hag success- 
fully resisted Nazi efforts to have him 
deported back to Germany, 

In his evidence at Washington he told 
of the card index system maintained at 
Hamburg of all known “friends” and 
“enemies” among American citizens, and 
of workers in American munition plants, 
Germans were sent to acquire U.S. citizen- 
ship and find work in key industries, the 
merchant marine, coastguard service and 
the army. He gave the names of some of 
these Gestapo agents. 

Many Nazi agents, he said, come as 
politics! refugees, Among them are num- 

rs who are actual political prisoners 
from camps, who have been released to 
work for the Nazi cause. Their families 
in Germany are held as hostages. Should 
they not file monthly reports of Nazi 
activities, or should these reports prove to 
be misleading, their families are arrested, 
Krebs’ own wife and child disappeared 
after he had refused to work for the Nazi 
cause, 

Gestapo headquarters used to be in 
New York, he told the committee, but since 
the arrival of Captain Fritz Weidemann as 
consul-general at San Francisco, Gestapo 
agents have been directed from that city. 
A week or two after Krebs’ testimony 
came the order from Washington to close 
all German consulates in United States,

Hitler, you see, is desperately afraid of 
a British invasion of Germany. So, wher- 
ever and however he can tie up a few 
extra British soldiers in remote areas, he is 
bending every effort to do it. 

There is no doubt about the outcome in 
Syria. But, very reluctantly, Britain will 
probably have to stop pulling her punches 
in this affair and get down to serious busi- 
ness, A lot of good Frenchmen wili have 
to lose their lives just because a weak and 
mischievous administration insists on play- 
ing Hitler's game. 

Vichy is making a fine return to Britain 
for the latter's forbearance in this engage- 
ment. It is too bad French blood will have 
to be spilled simply because Darlan and 
a few other rotten traitors have sold out to 
the Nazis, 

But the consequences of this attitude 
are far more serious and much more far- 
reaching than the immediate fate of Syria. 

France's future position and status in 
the new Europe are going to be determined 
by just such things as this. 

One thing is certain. France can never 
be permitted to regain her pre-war ine 
fluence and power while she remains 
under Petains and Darlans and Lavals. 

Just a few weeks ago, it was desirable 
to remove these men and their party. Now, 
for the sake of Europe's future, it a be- 
come a grave necessity. 

Vichy has signed France's death war- 
rant as a first-rate power. It has become 
imperative, whatever else is done after 
the war, that the administration of France 
must be radically changed or France must 
be reduced to the impotent rank of a sec- 
ondary nation. 

Only a complete and perhaps bloody 
revolution can restore that unhappy coun- 
try to a first rank sition. She has 
become a false weight in the balance of 


power, 
Iceland Occupied 


By far the most significant event of the 
week, of course, was the military and 
nava!] occupation of Iceland by the United 
States, 

The importance of this step could be 
measured by the reaction to it in Britain. 
There, the news of it was received with 
even greater jubilation and relief than 
was accorded the passage of the Lease- 
Lend Bill. That the British people were 
not deluding themselves on the point of its 
significance nor misreading its intent was 
shown in the fact that Mr, Churchill, 
always cautious, encouraged rather than 
rebuked their rejoicing. 

There was a further rumor, later in the 
week, that the United States was building 
an air base in Northern Ireland, ¢ 

It was announced first, in great in- 
It 
was neither confirmed nor denied offi- 
cially. 

In fact, both Washington and London 
were so delightfully evasive about it that 
it began to look as though there might be 
something to it—or else the British wished 
the Germans to believe that it was true. 


May Be True 


In view of the fact, however, that such 
a i was warmly advocated by Wendell 
L. Willkie immediately after the former 
Republican candidate had emerged from 
an interview with the President, it was 
almost universally believed that this base 
was actually in process of construction if, 
indeed, it were not already completed. 

The meaning of al] this requires no ene 
largement. 

The United States now has bases in 
Labrador, Newfoundland and Iceland. The 
President announced his intentions with 
regard to Greenland some weeks ago. Now, 
Ireland comes into the picture. 

At the same time as he proclaimed 


national emergency, Mr. Roosevelt said the - 


United States was going to secure freedom 
of the seas. These 8, protecting a com- 
plete route from the United States to 
Britain, mean that he is going to keep his 
word, 

This was, undoubtedly, the boldest step 
the United States has yet taken to bring 
aid to Britain. As one English newspaper 

ut it, Mr. Roosevelt had turned the “At- 
antic ocean into an Anglo-American lake.” 


Vital Move 


The American occupation of Iceland 
was fully as important as the entry of 
Russia into the war, For, no matter what 
happens in Russia, the Battle of the Ate 
lantic remains. Upon the success of the 
British in that battle depends Britain's 
ability to hold out. 

From Iceland round to Trinidad and 
British Guiana, American forces are now 
disposed to prevent a pincers movement in 
the Western Hemisphere, 

That gives America the right—and the 
obligation—to patrol] all waters up to and 
beyond the 15th degree of longitude which 
runs through the westernmost point of 
Iceland,

Civic officials have reported that 
the power to establish daylight 
saving is not vested in city council, 
and as many other municipalities 
have supported the Edmonton reso- 
lution it is possible that the ques- 
tion will be submitted to the pro- 
vincial government 

Council will also consider a 
resolution from the Taxpayers’ 
Protective Association calling for 
the strict curtailment of capital 
expenditures during the war, and 
also for drastic reduction in cur- 
rent expenditures for mainten- 
ance. The resolution is submit- 
ted with the idea of conserving 
our financial and labor resources 
for the prosecution of the war, 
and for building up a backlog of 
necessary works to be undertaken 
at the termination of hostilities.

SAW LONG QUEUES 


I remember one winter evening 
driving to a railway station which 
way north to 
visit the troops, but it was cold and 


jraining; darkness had almost fallen 


on the blacked-out streets. I saw 
long queues of people, among them 
hundreds of your girls in their silk 
stockings and high-heeled shoes. 
who had worked hard all day and 
were waiting for bus after bus 
which came by already overcrowd- 
ed, never reaching their homes for 
the night, and when at that moment 
the doleful wail of sirens betokened 
the approach of the German bomb- 
ers, I can tell you my heart bled for 
London and for Londoners. 

This sort of thing went on for 
more than four months. I used 
to hold a meeting of my minis- 
terial colleagues, all the ministers, 
every week in Downing Street, in 
order to check up and see how 
we stood. Sometimes the gas had 
failed over large areas, the only 
means of cooking for great num- 
bers of people; sometimes the el- 
ectricity—never breathing a com- 
plaint about their shelters or 
about conditions in them. Water 
was cut off, railways were cut or 
broken; large districts were des- 


troyed by fire; 20,000 people were | 


killed and many more thousands 
were wounded. But there was 
one thing about which there was 
never any doubt—the courage, 
the unfaltering, unconquerable 
srit and stamina of the London- 
ers showed itself from the very 
outset, 

Without that, all would have fail- 
ed 
unconquerable; all the public ser- 
vices were carried on and al] the 
intricate arrangements, far-reacning 
details, involving the daily lives of 
so many millions were carried out,

I am very glad to come here to- 
day to pay my tribute and to re-
